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PREFACE. 


The  dimensions  of  this  pamphlet  prevents  the  author 
from  giving  full  particulars  of  all  the  characteristic  feat- 
ures of  Russian  Horses.  A short  description,  however, 
of  the  Russian  breeds  brought  over  here  to  take  part  at 
the  Columbian  Exposition,  along  with  a personal  sketch 
of  the  great  Russian  breeder,  the  late  Count  A.  (f. 
Orloff-Tchestmensky,  will  help  the  reader  to  more  fully 
appreciate  the  characteristic  points  of  Russian  horses. 
The  data  given  here  are  taken  from  official  documents, 
and  can  therefore  be  relied  upon  as  faithful  representa- 
tion of  the  facts  concerning  the  subject. 
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RUSSIHN  HORSES. 


COUNT  A.  G.  ORLOFF. 


When  on  the  continent  of  Europe  or  here  in  America, 
Russian  horses  are  spoken  of,  the  name  of  Orloif  is 
invariably  mentioned.  We  will  therefore  begin  Avith 
the  sketch  of  the  work  done  by  the  imposing  personality 
of  Count  Alexis  Orlofl'-Tehestmensky,  so  far  as  it  con- 
cerns horse  breeding. 

This  Count  Alexis  was  quite  a remarkable  man.  He 
belonged  originally  to  a poor,  though  noble  family. 
Besides  being  exceedingly  handsome  and  of  athletic 
forms,  he  Avas  quite  remarkable  for  his  mental  power 
and  energy.  Count  Alexis  became  a successful  general 
and  statesman,  at  the  same  time  promoting  the  in- 
dustries of  his  country  and  the  av  elf  are  of  those  sur- 
rounding him.  Ills  special  delight  at  home  was  in  the 
improvement  of  the  breeds  of  domestic  animals,  especially 
dogs  and  horses;  the  interest  he  personally  took  in  these 
matters  is  evidenced  by  the  pedigrees,  written  in  his 
own  hand,  which  have  been  preserved;  and  his  success 
as  horse  breeder  is  proved  by  the  continuous  existence 
of  the  Orloif  breed  of  trotters,  famous  all  over  the 
world. 
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ORLOFF  TROTTERS. 

While  recognizing  the  ideal  Arabian  as  the  most 
complete  and  perfect  type  of  a horse,  the  Count  wanted 
to  adapt  it  to  the  requirements  of  European  life  by 
increasing  the  volume  of  its  body,  strengthening  its 
muscles  and  covering  it  with  a heavier  coat  against  the 
rigors  of  the  climate,  at  the  same  time  trying  to  retain 
its  general  beauty,  nobleness,  force  and  energy. 

For  this  purpose  he  at  first  mated  the  original  pure- 
blooded  Arabian  stallion  Srnetanka  with  a large-boned 
Danish  mare,  thus  producing  the  horse  Polkan  1st , 
of  a larger  frame  than  its  sire.  This  Polkan  was 
mated  with  a muscular  Dutch  mare,  (which  breed  at 
that  time  was  celebrated  for  its  trotting  qualites)  and 
the  product  was  Bares  1st , a horse  with  powerful  mus- 
cles and  an  elegant  trotter,  from  which  the  whole  breed 
originated. 

Having  attained  this  result  the  Count  proceeded  to 
improve  the  breed  by  making  the  shape  of  the  horse 
nobler,  leaner  and  with  more  rounded  parts,  by  an 
admixture  of  English  or  Arabian  blood.  In  this  way 
he  produced  Dobry , Lvhezny  and  Lebed , from  which 
three  have  sprung  nearly  all  the  so-called  Orloff  trotters. 
This  breed  can  be  roughly  divided  into  heavy  trotters 
and  light  trotters,  and  examples  of  each  type  are 
exhibited  now  at  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition  in 
Chicago.  It  will  be  interesting  to  compare  their  origin 
with  that  of  an  American  trotter,  and  for  this  purpose 
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we  choose  as  a representative  Rysdyck's  Hambletonian, 
and  compare  his  progeny  with  the  descendants  of  Bars* 
in  Russia.  (See  pages  9 and  10). 

But  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  the  result  was 
easily  obtained.  These  combinations  of  blood  were 
decided  upon  after  prolonged  experimenting  and 
trials  with  the  exceptionally  rich  material  the  Count 
had  in  his  possession  at  his  stud.  It  is  known,  for 
instance,  that  in  the  year  1772,  i.  e . 3 years  before  he 
was  owner  of  ‘ ‘ Srnetanha,”  his  stud  consisted  of  thefol- 
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Thc  degree  of  influence  of  any  one  of  these  breeds 
just  enumerated  upon  any  particular  horse  shown  at 
the  Fair  can  be  easily  found  out  from  the  pedigrees, 
some  diagrams  of  which  are  hung  upon  the  wall  at  the 
Russian  Barn,  Live  Stock,  Exposition  Grounds.  But 
these  tables  refer  only  to  the  crossing  done  in  Russia 
during  the  last  123  years;  to  go  back  farther  it  would 
be  necessary  to  consult  the  stud  books  of  the  English 
thoroughbreds,  while  the  pedigrees  of  the  original 
Arabian  sires  are  covered  by  the  veil  of  the  past. 

After  having  thus  established  the  form  of  the  horse 
most  suitable  for  the  needs  and  conditions  of  European 
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life,  since  it  had  to  draw  the  large  and  heavy  carriages 
which  were  in  voge  at  that  time  and  considered  a neces- 
sary adjunct  of  civilized  comforts — the  Count  knew 
that  these  tine  forms  must  he  fixed  and  improved,  or 
they  will  degenerate  if  left  to  chance,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose he  kept  up  systematical  trotting  exercises  of  dif- 
ferent distances,  carefully  noting  the  speeds  by  a stop 
watch  and  insisting  on  strictly  regular  motion. 

Short  brushes — four  turns  over  a course  of  1,T00  feet, 
the  turning  about  being  done  at  a walk — served  to  keep 
up  and  develop  the  regularity  and  speed.  To  develop 
power  and  endurance  in  his  horses,  the  Count  often 
made  trips  to  the  village  of  Ostrov , twelve  miles  from 
Moscow,  accompanied  by  his  pupils  and  admirers. 

This  is  how  the  old-timers  of  Moscow,  Professor 
Strachotf  and  dichare tf,  who  were  eye-witnesses,  de- 
scribed the  way  Count  Orlotf  exercised  his  horses: 

“In  front  of  his  mansion  in  Moscow  he  had  built  a 
race-course  l.dOO  feet  long,  (a  little  over  \ mile)  the 
ends  of  which  were  marked  by  four  jaw  bones  of  whales. 
Old-timers  assert  that  the  Count’s  horses  made  this  dis- 
tance in  less  than  thirty  seconds,  and  they  remember 
how  a servant  stood  on  the  course  with  a large  time 
piece,  of  the  size  of  a soup  plate,  over  the  dial  of  which 
ran  a big  second  hand,  and  how  he  reported  the  time 
made  to  the  Count  after  the  race;  this  time  seldom 
exceeded  thirty  seconds.  Coming  to  the  end  of  the 
course  the  Count  slowed  up  and  made  the  semi-circular 
turn  of  about  400  feet  at  a good  walking  pace;  reaching 
the  straight  portion  again,  he  pulled  on  the  reins  and

again  his  horse  trotted  for  \ mile,  making  the  turn  at 
the  other  end  slowly.  When  he  had  speeded  one  horse 
four  times  over  the  course,  the  Count  released  it  and 
took  his  scat  in  another  sleigh  or  drojky,  racing  the 
fresh  horse  also  four  times  over  the  track.” 

These  exercises  of  speed  at  short  distances  were  a 
very  important  factor  in  the  production  of  the  trotting 
breed,  as  not  only  the  stallions,  but  also  the  mares,  to 
which  he  paid  a good  deal  of  attention,  were  trained  in 
this  way;  for  instance  the  two  mares  Alfa  and  Amazonka 
were  well  known  bv  the  friends  of  the  Count  around 
Moscow,  and  he  also  rode  them  about  Dresden,  (Ger- 
many) in  1796-1801. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  system  of  exercising 
horses  adopted  by  Count  Orlotf  120  years  ago  is  almost 
identical  with  the  system  of  Charles  Marvin,  the  cele- 
brated trainer  of  Palo  Alto  stud.  Mr.  Marvin,  says  in 
his  book,  “Training  the  Trotting  Horse,”  ed.  1893, 
page  224: 

“ I am  not  prepared  to  say  that  the  length  of  the  brash  should 
ever  be  increased  to  over  a quarter  of  a mile.” 


ORLOFF  SADDLE  HORSES. 

Let  us  pass  now  to  the  not  less  celebrated  Orlotl 
saddle  horse.  While  in  developing  the  type  of  the 
trotter  the  Count  was  obliged  also  to  bring  up  his 
trainers  and  drivers;  in  the  production  of  a type  of 
saddle  horses  he  was  helped  by  the  Englishmen:  Roman, 
Jos.  Smith  and  Banks,  who  brought  with  them  the 
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principles  of  :i  long  established  science.  With  their  help 
and  by  the  aid  of  the  Russian  minister  in  London,  Count 
C.  Ii.  Y<>ront'<>fl\  Count  Orlotf  bought  in  England  some 
of  the  most  celebrated  runners  of  that  time,  such  as: 
Tartar  by  Floriscl , who  won  the  St.  Leger  race  of 
1 792;  Daedalus  by  Justice,  winner  of  the  Derby  of 
1794;  the  sons  of  Eclipse-.  ITarehound.  Gunpowder , 
Potatoes , etc.  In  all  we  know  of  53  mares  and  23 
stallions  bought  by  him  in  England.

Of  the  Arabian  horses,  which  played  such  an  import- 
ant part  in  the  production  of  the  Orlotf  breed  of  saddle 
horses,  we  may  mention,  besides  the  Smetanka  named 
already,  also  Saltan , chestnut;  Caesar  Bey , gray,  and 
Arabist , imported  in  1 774.  The  Count  was  able  to  acquire 
these  pure  Arabians  owing  to  his  position  as  com- 
mander of  the  Russian  fleet  in  the  Turkish  Avar  1770- 
1774,  at  the  termination  of  which  the  Turkish  govern- 
ment and  especially  Hassan  Bey,  one  of  its  higher 
officials,  (being  under  obligations  to  the  Count  for  the 
kind  treatment  of  his  family  while  in  captivity)  aided 
him  to  procure  some  of  the  best  horses  of  that  kind. 
To  this  specially  favorable  circumstance  A\re  must  ascribe 
the  particularly  high  qualities  of  the  Arabian  horses  in 
the  stables  of  the  Count. 
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THE  RUSSIAN - ARAB  HORSE. 

There  is  no  great  need  to  dilate  on  the  enormous 
influence  which  the  Eastern  or  Oriental  type  of  horses 
has  exerted  upon  all  the  present  breeds  of  light  horses; 
that  influence  is  well  known. 

The  real  Oriental  type  is  best  expressed  in  the  Arab- 
ian horse,  of  which  again  the  best  breed  is  reputed  to  be 
the  k‘ Nedji ;v  others  are  the  Turcoman,  the  Tekke,  the 
Persian,  the  Barb,  the  Turck  and  others. 

Taking  as  an  example  the  English  thoroughbred,  we 
rind,  according  to  Goodwin,  that  the  breed  originated 
from  three  Arabian  stallions:  Darley  Arabian.  God. 
olphin  Arabian  and  Barley  Turck,  and  from  nine  royal 
mares.  The  celebrated  Eclipse  was  foaled  in  1764. 
although  the  first  importation  of  Arabian  horses  into 
England  took  place  in  the  reign  of  Henry  E in  1121- 
Many  Arab  horses  were  also  imported  at  different  other 
times,  especially  in  1616,  for  the  royal  stables,  and 
mated  with  mares  of  mixed  blood.  This  feature  of 
mixed  blood  in  the  mares  is  very  evident  by  the  English 
stud  books,  and  even  so  celebrated  a horse  as  Eclipse 
( who  produced  altogether  334  race  winners),  shows  in 
his  ancestry  about  fifteen  mares  of  unknown  origin. 

It  is  getting  more  and  more  difficult  at  present  to  pro- 
cure Arabian  horses,  besides  the  fact  that  this  breed  itself 
has  undergone  great  changes.  But  notwithstanding  this, 
many  authorities  on  horse-breeding  in  England  and  in 
other  countries  consider  the  influence  of  the  Arabian,  or 
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rather  Oriental  horse,  very  great  and  extremely  impor- 
tant, because  it  transmits  to  its  progeny  power  and 
endurance,  coupled  with  an  easy  and  natural  balance  in 
action,  and  a graceful  and  harmonious  build. 

This  opinion  was  but  lately  reiterated  by  a well  known 
English  authority,  while  discussing  the  recent  long 
distance  ride  between  Berlin  and  Vienna;  he  ascribed 
the  superiority  which  the  Austrian  horses  showed,  to 
their  considerable  admixture  of  Arab  blood  in  them. 

The  certificates,  printed  at  the  end  of  this  pamphlet, 
of  the  Russian-Arab  and  Orloff-Arab  horses,  demon- 
strate the  preponderance  in  them  of  the  blood  of  the 
Oriental  type  of  horse,  at  present  somewhat  rare  already, 
and  especially  of  the  Arabian.  The  Russian-Arab  in 
particular  can  be  called  a straight-out  Arabian  horse, 
free  from  any  foreign  admixture,  and  this  is  proved 
well  enough  by  their  build  and  the  typical  manner  in 
which  they  carry  their  tail. 


RUSSIAN  LIGHT  DRAFT  HORSE  (BITIUG). 

By  this  name  of  Biting  is  known  in  Russia  a breed 
of  draft  horses  of  rather  light  build,  produced  in  the 
provinces  of  Tambov  and  Vorenej.  mainly  in  the  latter, 
in  the  neighborhood  of  the  village  of  Shukavlca , lying 
on  the  river  Biting,  from  which  the  breed  got  its  name. 
The  origin  of  it  dates  back  to  about  1712,  to  the  reign 
of  the  Emperor  Peter  the  Great,  who  was  struck  by  the 
excellence  of  the  mares  of  that  locality,  and  ordered 
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some  Dutch  stallions  to  he  sent  to  the  villages  on  the 
river  Bitiusf,  for  the  purpose  of  further  impro\  ing  the 
race  of  horses  there.  The  breed  once  established,  the 
local  owners  took  care  to  preserve  it  by  strict  in-breed 
hur.  As  the  village  of  ShuTcavka,  which  is  in  the  center 
of  this  industry,  is  about  sixty  miles  from  the  celebrated 
stud  of  Khrenovoy,  belonging  to  the  Count  Orloff,  it 
is  supposed  that  this  proximity  had  some  good  influ- 
ence on  the  Biting  breed. 

From  other  types  of  light  draft  horses  the  Bitiugs 
are  different  by  being  much  leaner,  and  showing  a 
better  outline  of  back  and  croup.
